FAVORABLE OUTLOOK FOR BRITISH 
. COLUMBIA OOAX. 

Tho San Francisco Commercial Ikrald 
informs ua that the conaamption of haid 
coal on this coast is steadily, falling oflf, 
being disijlacod principally by tbo cbeap 
bitummoua article from tbo niinoa of 
Britiflh Columbia and Washing ton Torri 
tory. Prices raaohad a lower figure in 
1877 than ever before, English, Austra- 
lia Nanaimo, Coos Bay and Soattlo coals 
ranging from SO- 25, SG.50 and S7.50 por 
ton by the cargo near the close of tbo year, 
to 37.50, S9, SIO and $11 in tbo ourlior 
mouths. The future supply of tho markut 
depends, that journal thinks, chielly upon 
British Columbia and Waihington Tern 
tory, and between them the contest is one 
of eooDomy of working and trausporta 
tion. The Seattle coal is sold at the lesser 
rate, but is gauorally regarded as of in- 
ferior quality compared with Wolliugtou. 
It ia preferred by the Central Pacilic Com- 
pany to' all othera, on the grounil of 
economy, and is largely consumed in the 
oity for household purposes on account 
of its low price, b'oing to-day offered at u 
lower rate at retail salo than any other in 
the market. Tha outlook for 1878 is one 
of continued low prices, and tbo foreign 
coal dealers are alarmed thereat. January 
let, 1877. sixty thousand tons wore utloat 
en route for San Francisco from foreign 
ports. One year later and the qnantity 
coming was bat 28,000 tons. Nearly all 
dealers in foreign lost heavily last year — 
from one to two dollars a ton on ouo-third 
of all importations. Their exporienca will 
not hurt coast coals during the present 
year. Importations of 1877 wero 71,028 
tons less than in 1876, and for the two 
years were as represented in the table fol- 
lowing:

givon to tho maators of the tugs Holyoke, 
Wizard and Lookout for thoir mustorly 
handling of tho tugs under tlio most diiu- 
gorous circumHtauues. All tlirce boiitu 
weio ooneiderably stovo up by tho break- 
ers in thoir vain attempts to succor tho 
distressed ship Western Shore, Wo ars 
informed by eye-witnesses that the three 
tuga lit times woro completely buried in 
the bruiikora, and it was a luirai'lo liow 
they survived. Oujo in a whilu they 
would steam out of tlio seething cauldron, 
alter a vain endeavor to get a lino to tho 
ship, got a few minutes' breathing time 
and go in again. At one time tho Look- 
out succeeded in heaving a now throe- 
inch line to the sbip, but a lioavy breaker 
aeparutad them, and the lino suiijiped like 
a piece of twiuo. After hours of the most 
dangerous labor tho tugs woro compelled 
at dark to leave tho ship, as after that 
time nothing could bo done. The Holyoke 
was the last to leave her, and in ooming 
up took hold of the Don Nicolas and tow- 
ed hor to town. It is to bo hopod that 
tho Bhoro may hold onthrougli the night, 
and uHsisteueo will bo sent to her as soon 
as x'Oisiblo. — S. l'\ Aita, Jan. '20.

Dangers of the Deep. 

Yesterday morning the tug Riehard 
Holyoke took hold of the Western Hliore 
for the purpose of towing her to son. 
Leaving llie auchoragn at six o'clock, the 
tug Lookout took hold of the King Phil 
lip, and at 8 a. m. tho liedmoud sturtod 
wifli the Don Nicolas, all bonnd to the 
northward. The Westers Shore, as a 
matter of course, was the first vessel out, 
and the munter of the tug liiuling that tho 
bar was br<)aking badly, determined to 
tow her out over it clear of all danger. 
All went well until the vessel got on tho 
bar, and when nearly over it and almoht 
in safety, the immense ten-inch hawser 
snapped, as tho tugs report, and in tho re- 
bound struck Captain Llinn, mastor of 
the ship, killing him in.itantly. It wus 
utterly impobwiblo for the tug to attempt 
to get another line to the ship, as tho 
waves were breaking fearfully; and after 
being swept fore and aft several times, the 
Holyoke was compelled to steam ontaidi', 
where She lay waiting for a chance t(j 
render what assistance she could to tho 
vessel. Tho vessel was being thrown iti 
by tbo • Boa and tide until aho was 
compelled to anchor about a mile lontb 
of tbo Cliff House, and about half a mile 
from the beach, where she lay in a dan- 
gerous position all the afternoon. Im in e - 
diately after the Wet-tern Shore came the 
King Philip, which was lot go abreast of 
tho Nine Fathom Buoy inside tho Biir. 
She was loft going off with square yard.s 
before a light north-oast broezo, but that 
failed her, and in a few hours she hud 
drifted to tho southward into the breakers 
about V/t miles south of tho Cliff Ilon.so, 
where hI o lot go V'oth anchors, but thoy 
did not hold, and she was hove udioro on 
the beach about 2:30 p.m., where she uow 
lies broadside on, bead to southward a 
total loss. A boat from her succeeded in 
ranching the beach about 5 p. m, contain- 
ing five moil, and a lino was brought at 
tho same time, HO tliat all hands could, 
without doubt, reach sboro safely. The 
King Philii) was owned by Pope & Talbot, 
of this oity, and wa.s vo.luod at about !if20,- 
000; uniuHured. She was built in Maine 
in 1858.' We understand tbat the - wreck 
•will be Bold'foT the IjeneQt of tier owners 
to day. Tho Don Nicolas was let go 
oloBo in and drifted off Point Lo 
boa, whore she anchored in

as lire tbo otliors. Possibly tlio gentleman 
has bud littli) to do witb joint stodc oiiter- 
priaes, hence hie narrow minded utteran 
cos. He is evidently dissatifcliud tbat tbn 
promolers should have nuy advautago 
wdiutover over wbat ho calls outsiders ;iind 
perbaps tbo history of the company above 
.alluded to would help bim to a more lib- 
/oral view, and assist in smootliing his tom- 
jjor, and witb your i)ermia8ion I svill give 
him u portion of it. During last summer 
a few gentlemen proposad sending an 
agent to Cariboo to look after oucl to lo- 
cate quartz claims with a viow to forniiug 
a conipiuiy. Tln'su gentlemen put their 
bands into their pockets to tho extent of 
§75 each for the jiurposo. They did this 
not knowing w.hothcr a claim could bo 
found or not. They hava now soonred 
Hovorol looations.two of which aro boyoml 
a doubt Taluable, and now "Civis Vic- 
toriw" WonU those gentlemen to allow 



bim to Bbare and share ' alike irith the 
men who took the chances— hence his ill- 
natured growl. Now I will toll tho gen 
tieman that there aro only a few among the 
promoters of this company who hove not 
spent hundreds, nay thousands of dollars 
iu prospeotiug and mining enterprises iu 
this Province who have never drawn one 
cent from such. Now if "Civis Viotorim" 
will furnish yoa with his name I will 
guarantee to show you a man who cannot 
point to a single entry in bihlittle ledger to 
sbow tbat he has over ventured a dollar 
in any mining enterprise qrtoan instanoe 
where he has oontribnted in any way to- 
wards assisting miners in an outfit for a 
prospecting tour in the Province. Yet he 
can turn up hia nose at and traduce men 
who do takb these risks aud have enter- 
prise enough to venture a dollar or so 00- 
ousioually. Now, bow doen tbe matter 
stand? Who is tbe gentloman? and bow 
far is he justified in the position taken? 
It stands thus: — The promoters having 
obtained two first-rate locations, have 
sold to the company for 64,000 ansos sa- 
ble sliarei and havo given tlieir time aud 
88,000 beside to tbe company, saying to 
outaidere, if you will jom tbis company 
you may do so by paying 81.50 for tho 
shares, of which there are 71,000. Now, 
hac tho promoters beon of the narrow- 
minded aud penurious stripe of some 
peoi^le, or had they not been business 
mi n, tbey might have said to thomselvoH, 
" Wo havo got these claims which wo bii- 
li«vo to bo valuable, and wo will hold 
tbem until tbsir value increases by moans 
of tbe work that must bo dene by other 
parties in tbe vicinity, and if the ground 
proves as rich aa we take it to be we may 
soil it forhundredsof thousands instead of 
paying in §8,000 for .Homething over oue- 
tbird of the mines and bantling tho man- 
agement over to the stoekboldera, wbicb 
tbe promoters virtini'ly do." Instead of 
tbis, however, the promoters say, wo will 
throw this property on the market ot §1 50 
per sliiiro for tbo first 20,000 shares, ami 
having paid iu S8,000 wo will buy 8000 
share* at SI. 50 as well, wbicb in tho ag- 
gregate makes §20,000 which wo have 
paid iu to the treasury of tbo company. 
This, sir, is the position of tho promoters 
toward tho shareholders of the British 
Columbia Milling and Mining Company 
to diiy, and yet yoiii ci.rro.s|joniiont "Ci- 
vis Victorim," has tho bardiliood to an- 
nounce to your readers " <//<!( the liusinoss 
men inlercs/ed in llic ;/!Oit,'.s- do not set tht ex- 
ample, and that thc'i throw all tha imm*diate 
risk nil oiitsiile t vets tors." 

No wonder Mr. Gray, over his own sig- 
naturo in public print, should repudiate 
tbo charge of having written an article 
coutaitdng so small, so narrow, so con- 
tracted and so unjust a view as ''Civis 
Victoriro " Laa taken, and which he seems 
anxious to parade in public. Befors dis- 
posing of tbis citizaii I will submit a pro- 
[losition for bis cousideraiion. It is this.
